Ha waa graduated at West 
Point In 1864; was Instructor there In 
matbematlea from 1867 to 1861, and later 
was Commandant aod General Superin¬ 
tendent While Commissioner of tbe 
Freed men's Bureau be established more 
than two thousand schools, wbleb la- 
atructed b quarter ol a million pupil*. 
In 1866 ba founded tbe university wbleb 
beers bl* asm* at Wasblagtoo, D. 0., 
aod waa Prasldeat of tb* same from 
1869 to 1873.

Public Indlgnalloo over tb* fioubfa 
charge* Imposed for water by tbe Oraag* 
Water Company |* still at high pitch, 
and an effort la being made for tb* form¬ 
ulation of some united plao of action 
for resisting the payment of the doubt* 
rates. It la proposed to take tb# mattar 
to oourt If accessary, aod bavfi tbo 
equltlsa lo tbe mattar Judicially deter¬ 
mined, and oot a few people bave eg- 
pressed a willingness to contribute to 
tbe ooet of tbe proposed suit at law. 

Tb* Town Counoll discussed tb# mat¬ 
ter on Tuesday night. It wa* brought 
about by Dr. Harrison. Chairman of tb* 
Water Committee, wbo stated tbat he 
believed the members of tb# Council 
were aware tbat there bad beeo "some¬ 
thing dolog” in tb* water queetlon by 
tb* oompaoy to doubling tb* rate*. 
"Most of tbe people feel that tbe 
charge* are exorbitantsaid Dr. Harri¬ 
son, ' -and It la n legal question aa to 
whether tbe oompaoy ba* a right to tax 
tbe people In that manner.'* Dr. HarrL 
son made a motion, wbleb waa oarrled, 
tbat tbe Town Attorney give tbe Connell 
so opinion ea to tba town'* position la 
tbe matter.

Tbe popular and errooeoua version of 
tba Loeecb Incident wa* to tba effect 
that Mr. Loeecb bed said b* would not 
pay tb* bill, aod a* a consequence the 
water oompany ordered It* employees to 
abut tbe water off from hi* house. 

When It Issued ft* bill* du* January 1 
tb* water oompany notified user* of 
water that tb# o#w rates would bn 
obarged la future Mils, but tba public 
did oot anticipate any such astounding 
lucre*** as shown ta July bttto, and tbe 
doubling of tb* rate* la regarded as aa 
outrage. Tbe Orange Water Oompeay 
baa supplied tbla town with water for 
upward of twenty yean, and tb* o*a»- 
peny be* always matutataed that lfi~ 
would mak* Newark ally rates tb* beat* 
of Its obargea for water for domi 
purpose*. Tbe reason given tor 
ebaeged rate* la tbat tb* aompaay 
been conducting it* Bloomfield 
at a Unsocial loss, and as there la ae 
contract in fora# between the oompeay 
and tbe town, tb* company la sot 
obliged to conform to tb# eaptrad «**- 
tract requirements, sad It la at liberty 
to charge for water on a basis tbat will 
protect Itself from fioeaetal toes.
